tm  detl  our  progress.  But  on  the  morrow 
there  was  a  eahn,  and  notwithstanding  this 
we  made  only  ‘Jit  miles.  Ou  tho  next  day, 
with  the  weather  still  in  our  favu'.we  made 
but  189  miles.  The  passengers  now  began 
to  comment  upon  the  tardiness  of  the  steam¬ 
er,  and  many  were  of  opinion  that  the  coal 
supply  was  deficient,  and  when  three  days 
later  we  found  that  wc  had  made  at  the  rate 
of  109  miles  per  twenty-four  hours,  we 
twitted  our  captain  good-naturedly  about 
the  stingy  allowance  of  coal. 

We  were  a  merry  party,  and  fraternized 
much  during  the  tedious  voyage, occupying 
the  hours  by  playing  chess,  cards  aud  other 
games,  and  laying  wagers  as  to  the  number 
of  miles  the  steamer  was  making  per  day. 
Three  of  the  saloon  passengers,  whom  I 
w  ill  call  Mr.  Welch,  Mr.  Sant  and  Mr.  Kew, 
were  especially  friendly  with  me — perhaps 
because  I  was  a  foreigner,  aud  contributed 
largely  towards  maintaining  hilarity  ou 
board.  They  also  helped  me  to  consume 
tho  good  Havana  cigars  which  I  had 
brought. 

Ou  the -last  day  of  that  memorable  mouth, 
the  fact  could  uot  be  concealed  that  the  Ar¬ 
cadia  was  either  detic  ent  iu  coal  or  that  the 
supply  was  of  inferior  quality,  and  upon  the 
morning  of  that  day  it  was  resolved  to  make 
for  Halifax.  At  twelve  o’clock  our  captain 
gave  orders  to  change  the  route  and  put  the 
ship’s  head  northwards.  It  was  only  after 
the  mischief  was  done  we  learnt  that  the 
steamer  had  ct  that  momunt  already  passed 
Halifax  by  100  miles !  The  Arcadia  was 
then  sailing  at  the  rate  of  thirteen  miles  uu 
hour. 

My  friend  Mr.  Welch,  whoso  destination 
was  South  Carolina,  signified  his  intention 
to  land  at  Halifax,  and  continue  the  rest  of 
the  journey  to  New  York  by  rail.  He  ad¬ 
vised  me  to  fcU'»w  his  example,  and,  as  I 
was  heartily  tired  of  the  sea-voyage,  I  will¬ 
ingly  agreed  to  uccompauv  him.  Other  pas¬ 
sengers  joined  iu  our  scheme,  and  discussed 
with  us  as  to  the  best  means  of  carrying  out 
our  plan.

I  retired  early  to  my  berth  on  the  evening 
of  a  very  memorable  day,  aud  slept  some¬ 
what  more  soundly  than  I  had  hitherto  done. 
The  thought  of  awakening  on  the  morrow 
off  Halifax  and  continuing  the  journey  by 
land  was  a  delightful  prospect,  and  I  soon 


Wearied  with  grasping  the  rail  of  the 
steamer,  I  ventured  to  change  my  place  of 
safety,  and  for  this  purpose  moved  cautious¬ 
ly  towards  the  hurricane  or  bridge  deck, 
which  is  the  highest  part  of  a  vessel.

I, 
however,  did  not  avail  mvself  of  the  invita- 
tion,  for  I  could  observe  indistinctly  that 
the  rigging  was  already  black  with  people, 
and  it  was  besides  difficult  to  approach  that 
quarter  of  the  steamer.  Light  was  issuing 
from  the  port-holes  of  tho  hull  beneath  me, 
but  this  was  presently  extinguished  by  waves 
as  they  dashed  into  tho  little  windows.  I 
myself  soon  becamo  thoroughly  drenched 
with  water, my  feet  and  hands  were  numbed 
with  the  cold,  aud  my  slippers  parted  com¬ 
pany.
